Council Moled Out ; 
Natural State Exists 


(Doubtlessly many of you saw the 
cute dark-eyed brunette on the 
front page of the Washington 
Post-Times Herald two weeks ago 
—none other than the editor of 
the Md. U. "Diamondback," \Misa 
Elin Lake.) Elin was doing fine iQ 
her editorials on national and 
state politics until she started ’in 
on student politics. 

Setting off the fireworks with 
a bang, Elin criticized the Student 
Government Association for ta- 
bling its business after a 30-min- 
ute meeting because they wanted, 
to get to a basketball game. 

“If the SGA has any hope of 
becoming a powerful student or- 
ganization it must place the inter- 
ests of the student body over the 
personal interests of the mem- 
bers." This dig didn’t go over so 
well with the party in power. 
(Yes, Maryland actually has real 
honest-to-goodness political par- 
ties.) 

Diamondback Ignores Squeeks 

But, the Diamondback’s pretty 
editor jumped into the game of 
politics with both feet. Carefully 
watching developments as they 
emerged from smoke-filled rooms, 
Elin decided, along with the other 
fnembers on the editorial staff, 
that she would support a newly- 
formed party — the Terrapih Inde- 
pendents. This did not go over 
with the Powers either. The' Dia- 
mondback paid no attention to 
their unhappy squeeks, however. 
’If this sounds like a warning, 
Well then* it sounds like a warn- 
ing," it said. Growing antagonism 
of the failure of elected SGA and 
class officers to fulfill their posi- 
tions with energy and integrity 
. . . has been steadily mounting 
during* the past few months." 

This and other editorials were 
too much for the All-Maryland 
Party, who felt strongly that it 
was being discriminated against. 
Bill Kincaid, president, of the All- 
Maryland Party, wrote - a rather 
unpleasant letter to Elin, accusing 
her, among other things, of being 
obviously biased and of practicing 
yellow journalism. Undaunted, 
Elin painstakingly wrote a Jong 
editorial, explaining in words of 
one syllable, that what Mr. Kin- 
caid claimed was yellow journal? 
ism was nothing more than an 
editorial opinion. N 

’The opposing political partieg 
are free to use the Backtalk col- 
umn of the Diamondback . . . tp 
malign the editor personally of 
through publications, to denounce 
the editorial policies of the papef 
through the medium of radio, or- 
ganized protestants or purposeful 
rumor,” she said. “It seems that 
they have already recognized and 
utilized several of these freedoms.”

An unidentified woman, 
a University student, and a resi- 
dent at Hotel Hawthorne, ex- 
pressed her disapproval by phon- 
ing the 3rd Precinct Police head- 
quarters. 

A paddy wagon attached to a 
sergeant and several ’privates ar- 
rived about 5:30 p.m. According to 
these officers of the law the girls 
causing the ‘‘disturbance” were 
the hardest to stop. ‘They just 
paid no attention to orders to stop 
yelling,” the officers said. 

Frank Haynes, in charge of the 
election, talked to the Lieutenant 
at 3rd Precinct, and the chagrined 
officers of the law were ordered 
home. Thus, the horse, with its 
Sigma Nu rider yelling "Hark, 

Hark, vote for Mark," and the 
rooster with his two wives con- 
tinued crowing ‘‘Us chioks is for 
Barnard,” with a little prompting 
from the Sigma Nu’s. 

The only warrants served were 
on the three chickens. They were 
actually taken to the station and 
returned on the order of the 
Lieutenant.

Sager, ^Associate Professor of 
Chemistry, is one of eight area 
residents to be awarded aGuggen- 
heimer Fellowship in physical 
and social sciences and humani- 
ties, it was recently announced.

Dr. Sager holds a bachelor of 
science degree and a master of 
science degree from the Univer- 
sity and a doctor of philosophy 
degree from Harvard University. 

While at the University, he was 
awarded the Byrne Thurtell Burns 
Memorial Prize, given to the out- 
standing senior in organic chem- 
istry; and the Willie E. Fitch 
Prize, awarded annually to a sen- 
ion student for the best examina- 
tion in chemistry. 

In 1949, Dr. Sager receded a 
grant from the Research Corpo- 
ration of New York City for two 
research projects dealing with 
the mechanism of reactions in- 
volving iodine and the synthesis 
and properties of the ketotria- 
zines. This work was in the field 
of synthesization of penicillin. 

Before joining the faculty of 
the University, Dr. Sager was 
engaged in industrial research.

Apathy Responsibility? 

Who is responsible for the per- 
petual apathy evidenced in school 
activities? Usually the students 
attack the Council as the guilty 
culprit, responsible for others’ ini- 
quities. ** 

The Student Council has a ma- 
jor responsibility. In performing 
its functions, the Council should 
fulfill the valid desires of the 
voters. Negatively, the Council 
should not pursue a course where 
no student attention is held, or 
no interest expressed. The Coun- 
cil can never achieve success by 
forcing upon the student body 
what it does not desfre. 

How often the typewriter 
spells out the words apathy and 
responsibility. Perhaps these 
keys unlock the barrier to success. 

Students Act as Poor Hosts 

Student apathy has resulted in 
poor receptions at the many pro- 
grams held at Lisner. As hosts 
to honored guests, the students 
display poor taste in their luke- 
warm reception. The program 
director continuously tried to get 
participation, but the unplanned, 
unrehearsed product at the All-U 
Follies proved her efforts to be of 
no avail. 

Although a few Council mem- 
bers felt the responsibility their 
jobs called for, there were those 
who were unaware. Poor at- 
tendance was a too frequent oc- 
currence in the outgoing Council. 

Although some members were 
absent for valid reasons, too many 
absences were due to lack of in- 


fice If they had had their way. 
Five votes for the Five were cast 
for each available position. 

One University citizen not only 
wrote in names but cast his vote 
for a new office. He voted for ‘‘Joe 
Slump” in the office of ‘‘custodian 
of the girl’s locker room.” 

Welling Hall was out in a unit; 
biggest write-in was Frank Kovak 
for program director. 

Late Thursday night, a torn, 
bedraggeled, Frank Haynes said In 
bewilderment. ‘‘I don’t think the 
community is behind us in our 
Student Council election.” 


terest or laziness. 

How much, can a body accom- 
plish, when part of the body par- 
ticipates little? How much can 
a body accomplish when its mem- 
bers join merely to add another 
office to their roster of activities? 

Another feature adding inef- 
fectiveness to the Council has 
been noticed in the lengthy, un- 
directed debate. Although the 
body passed few motions, meet- 
ings were considerably drawn-out 
by haggling over minor issues. 
Some members might feel that a 
lengthy pursuance of a point des- 
ignates the interest of the partic- 
ipants. What is called for by 
interested parties in a given 
measure is action, not words. If 
the Council would inject parlia- 
mentary procedure more fre- 
quently, it might result In more 
action. > 

-Although the Snack Bar and 
Handbook, initiated by this coun- 
cil, go far to proclaim that the 
1953-54 Student Council has 
proven Its effectiveness, this 
cannot mean efficiency. Many 
students have argued that the 
university’s governing board can 
do nothing. If this were true, 
the above credits could not be 
mentioned. The success of Home- 
coming would not be a reality. 

The Student Council, because 
Its past programs received little 
praise, may lose its function. 
With the increasing amount of 
uncontested offices, and little en- 
thusiasm during elections, the' 
students may find themselvea . 
without a student council in suc- 
ceeding years. To win an elec- 
tion it should take more than 
noise. 

Election Forums 

Students pay little attention to 
forums where they may hear 
qualifications of candidates. To 
win an election, backing of organ- 
izations are necessary. But little 
is heard of the secret coalition! 
which are formed. 

Perhaps it is unjust to rest 
failure on the Council. Perhaps 
the blame best rests on those who 
continually whine about school 
spirit, but who do nothing. Per- 
haps the shortcomings of any Stu- 
dent Council should be placed on 
the shoulders of those student! 
who perpetually evade their re- 
sponsibilities. 

If those students who claim 
they desire to continue school ac- 
tivities are sincere, then it is 
hoped that they will realize and 
fulfill the demands which promote 
successful organizations. The*! 
organizations can become a suc- 
cess only when conscientioui 
members devote their efforts, not 
to pressuring people to work or 
vote, for this pressure will turn 
away capable people, but to serv- 
ing their organizations with con- 
structive action always as their 
purpose. 

Unworthy Oath 

As the Student Council-elect 
takes its oath, let the student 
body take its unwritten oath to 
support the Council. Without the 
students’ support, the new Coun- 
cil will be doomed. Unless stu- 
dents, who claim they want ac- 
tivities, realize their responsibil- 
ity, a governing board is useless.
